Both men were hated by the 
ruling class in each country 
which has squeezed every ounce 
of profit and by its methods 
made greed and_ exploitation 
symbols of democratic govern- 
ment—a fact which the com- 
munists have not been slow to 
propagate.

The Arab lands are 
just now beginning to be awak- 
ened and stirred by the techno- 
logical and economic forces 
which have so affected and 
radically changed the Western 
nations. 

_ Along with political national- 
ism has come impassioned re- 
ligious rationalism. The intel- 
lectual wanted ‘to make the 
countries more western. The il- 
literate masses were more 
easily persuaded by the dema- 
gogic leswlers who preached a 
holy war against western tech- 
nology and culture. | 
‘A revolution is already going 
on in the Arab world. Egypt, 
Morocco, Pakistan, Iran, and 
the Moslem countries of North 
Africa are the best examples of 
that fact.

The Cracker Party 
Tastes Total Defeat 


Down in Augusta the once-powerful 
-racker Party has bit the dust, as they 
scy. The Independents gave the Crack- 
ers a complete drubbing, electing a clean 
sweep of seven members to the City 
Council. 

This probably marke the end of a 
county machine which in its day was 
arrogant, corrupt and productive of 
bau, machine government. If the Inde- 
pendents and their organization mean 
to prosper, they have but to keep the 
object lesson of the Cracker Party be- 
fore them. 

The party was shaken up a few 
years ago, then made a brief return to 
power. But it was never stable. 

Its one-time state leader, Roy Har- 
ris, made the fatal error of allowing 
his personal ambitions to destroy his 
political perspective. He led the Crack- 
er party to its first defeat. Now he is 
a part of the political ruin. Once the 
most powerful man in legislative influ- 
ence, he is estimated to be able now to 
control less than eight vates in the en- 
tire Legislature. 

While machine politics can, Tike 
Stalin, Hitler and Mussolini, point to 
a few benefits to be derived from regi- 
mer.ted control and helpless voters, it 
always adds up to evil when the final 
summing up is made. The Cracker 
Party can point to no worthwhile con- 
tribution, but to many which were evil 
in aspect and result. . 

We salute the citizens of Richmond 
County for this landslide and trust it 
is final in so far as the Cracker Party is 
concerned.

Chinese Reds Warn 


Britain at Hong Kong 


The attack by Chinese Reds on a 
British Navy launch near Hong Kong 
wi.l serve one good purpose if it alerts 
certain elements in Britain to the dan- 
gers of moving too fast in trying to get 
along with the Chinese Communists. 
The crown colony of Hong Kong is con- 
sidered Chinese territory by the Reds 
and they have.so served notice. 

It may slow down moves that are 
being interpreted as downright appease- 
ment by many Americans—moves that 
were tending to alienate large segments 
of United States public opinion from 
world Ghescauamasde and the United 
Nations. 

The British, even with their vast 
experience in the Far East, have seemed 
to Americans to be putting their hopes 


too high that Mao could be weaned 


away from Moscow through trade and 
other inducements. Even though there 


. 


is evidence that China intends to go 


her own way, the traditional Chinese 


antipathy for foreigners that extends _ 
to Russians as well as Americans and 


Englishmen will not immediately break 
the ties with the seat of Communist 
ideology in Moscow. 


There is no evidence yet that Pei- 


ping’s withdrawal in Korea has lessened 
Mac’s determination to dominate all 
Asia. The Chinese-backed wars in 
British Malaya and French Indochina 
are still going on. Communist infiltra- 
tion of Southeast Asia proceeds at the 
same pace, with China showing ambi- 
tions—with or without Moscow’s con- 
sent—to establish an imperialistic Asi- 
atic empire dominating the entire con- 
tinent. 

The gunning of the British ship 
points up the difficulties. It points up 
also a fact so well expressed in a 
recent issue of The Spectator, leading 
British weekly, as follows: 

“It is true just the same: they are 
well on the way to the new appease- 
ment. Yet the facts remain that all the 
postwar successes of the free world 
against Communist aggression—in the 
Berlin blockade, on the northern fron- 
tier of Greece, and in Korea—have been 
scored by the very opposite of appease- 
ment. Firmness has paid every time. 
And yet what seems to be most strongly 
obiected to where Americans are con- 
cerned is that they go on thinking that 
firmness will continue to pay.” 

The Hong Kong incident should help 
to iron out some of the differences in 
British and American viewpoints on 
China policy.

We're Warned Again 
On Atlanta Traffic 


The engineering firm now studying 
Atlanta’s traffic problems again warns 
us that the situation is going to become 
worse, not better, unless adequate pro- 
visions are made for handling an ever- 
growing flow of vehicular traffic in 
downtown Atlanta. 

The firm’s experts advise that the 
anticipated 120 per cent increase in 
mctor traffic in the city by 1980 will 
produce intolerable congestion unless 
progressive steps are begun now to 
forestall it. They are suggesting cer- 
tain measures- which will be incor- 
porated in a master plan to be sub- 
mitted to the Transportation Planning 
Ceuncil later this month. 

Preliminary announcements indicate 
that such recommendations will be 
made as traffic belts, realignment of 
downtown streets, and a new one-way 
street system. They all deserve earnest 
consideration. 

The greatest threat.is to property 
holders and business firms in the down- 
town area. The danger of downtown 
blight, which has cost other cities so 
dearly, is here. There is plenty of evi- 
derice that it has already achieved con- 
siderable momentum. 

There is no single solution to the 
traffic problem. An adequate public 
transit system, parking areas, fewer 
vehicles in the downtown section, and 
street improvement projects are all a 
part of the over-all solution. 

Atlanta is aware of the problem. 
We are working at the solution. How- 
ever, it will take a great deal of co- 
operation on the part of citizens, civic 
leaders and officials if the crisis is to 
be met successfully. 

The future of Atlanta is the prize 
at stake.

disclosed in its entirety. But the union-labor 
chieftans in the AFL and CIO kept pressing 
Secretary Durkin to obtain from the Pres- 
ident an agreement on certain amendments 
tc the Taft-Hartley labor-management law. 

Steadily the pressure was exerted 
throughout the last several months. Mem- 
bers of the House and Senate committees 
on labor had been trying to draft amend- 
ments to the present law, but these were 
not acceptable to union-labor leaders. They 
wanted all or nothing. 

Durkin put up to the President a series 
of amendments which was. the minimum 
tha. the unions would accept. They made 
no pledge, however, that this was all they 
wanted or that they would support the ad- 
ministration if the amendments were rec- 
ommended to Congress. The President, with 
characteristic fairness, tried to see how 
many of the labor-union proposals he could 
accept, indicated he favored a number. 

Then came a curious episode. The draft 
of a_ presidential message to Congress, 
written in the style of a finished com- 
munication from the Chief Executive, 
leaked out. “‘The Wall Street’ Journal’’ pub- 
lished it first, and other newspapers and 
periodicals followed. Businessmen became 
alarmed at the extent.to which the ad- 
ministration had gone over to the labor- 
union side. Thereupon it was announced 
at the White House that the message was 


‘only a “‘working draft’ and not final. 


Durkin felt that the draft represented 
the least he could ask for and stay in the 
Cabinet..He so notified the President in- 
formally, and, when he didn’t get a definite 
commitment, he wrote a letter of resigna- 
tion on Aug. 31. The President consulted 
his associates. He felt ‘apparently that he 
had no alternativé but: to accept it and he 
couldn’t be in the position of being pres- 
sured into a decision by anyone, especially 
a Cabinet officer representing one view.

Truman Refuses 


Back-Seat Role 


WASHINGTON—In the return of Harry 
Truman ‘to the public forum on Labor Day 
and the manner of his return in the famil- 
iar hard-hitting, gloves-off character, sug- 
gests that he will occupy in his party and 
in national politics such a role as none has 

_ Played in either party 

* for over a quarter of a 
* century. 
Not for him the 
- above-the-battle, elder 
* gtatesman posture that 
#- our only other living ex- 
- President, Herbert Hoo- 
ver, has assumed in the 
Republican Party and 
in natignal affairs. Mr. 
Truman is not cut in 
that character. - He will 
remain himself. For the part he will play 
fn his party, in our politics and our national 
life we must go back for parallels of a 
sort to William Jennings Bryan in the 
Democratic Party and Theodore Roosevelt 
in the Republican Party. 

This is not to intimate that Mr. Truman 
is going to be a perennial and professional 
candidate, as Mr. Bryan was to the nth 
degree. He has no sueh notion. 

William Jennings Bryan was only 48 
when in 1908 he ran, and was defeated, for 
the third time as Democratic candidate for 
President. He still was full of vigor and 
ideas, and he never spared his party of 
either until his death in 1925. 

When Teddy Roosevelt left the White 
House in 1909 he was only 51, and he con- 
tinued to breathe on the neck of his party 
constantly thereafter until his death in 1919. 

Former President Truman is’ much 
older as he resumes his outside active role 
than were either Messrs. Bryan or Roose- 
velt. But he is still youthful in spirit, 

He can talk the language of the people. 
He calls names. He raises up enemies, He 
paints in broad black and white strokes. 

He has a place, and he knows what it is. 
He sees his mission as keeping the Demo- 
cratic Party both as a progressive party 
and a national party. He knows that the 
Democratic Party can never succeed nation- 
ally as a conservative party. He knows 
also that, when it goes down to defeat, as 
it did last year and the time before in the 
1920s, the conservative element seeks to 
take contro] and raises the specious cry 
that the party must now become conserva- 
tive to win, which we are beginning to hear 
again from the Southern wing. Mr. Tru- 
man knows that such, truly, is the pre- 
scription if the party wants to be confired 
chiéfly below the Mason and Dixon Line— 
to be a sectional party, as it was during 
the Republican rule.of the 1920s—sectional, 
conservative and out of office. When 
the depfession swept the party back into 
power, then it was. broadened into a na- 
tional party and so _ successfully that it 
could have won every one of Franklin D. 
Roosevelt’s victories without a single South- 
ern state, all-of which it carried. 

Harry Truman will complicate. his 
party’s situation very likely. He will make 
some folks in the party uncomfortable. But 
if the country is conservative-inclined, as 
it may well continue to be, it will go for a 
Republican, so that it can be sure, and 
never for a Democrat.

The: Blind, Crippled Must Possess 


A few days ago there came in the mails 
the’ happiest letter I have ever received. It 
was just a short note, typed shakily on a 
plain piece of paper. Some of the words 
were run together, with no space between 
them and others were separated, with the 
space wrong, where groping fingers had 
slipped. And it didn’t say much. But what 
it said told between the amma coma 
lines a story of hope 
and faith and courage 
that should make all of 
us of lesser strength feel 
humble and ashamed of 
of own doubts. . 

‘Hi,’ it said. ‘‘This 
is the first letter I ever 
wrote on a typewriter. 
It’s easy. I just start 
at the left-hand side of 
the line, seeing in my 
mind where the keys are, ‘ind then I put 
my finger on the one I want and push and 
I keep on until the word is done and then 
I keep on making words until the sen- 
tence is done. And I keep making sen- 
tences until I don’t know what elsé to say. 
And the letter is done.”’ 

It was signed Jeanette. It ¢ame from 
Jeanette Hulsey—the mountain girl from 
Ciermont, who fought and whipped the 
great scourge, arthritis, in a long battle 
that lasted for years.

What happens to children who 
survive an atomic bombing? In 
a world characterized by up- 
heavals and uncertainties, all 
thinking persons must wonder. 

In the summer of 1947 a 
group from Stanford Univer- 
sity headed by Dr. William W. 
Gruelich went to Hiroshima 
and Nagasaki to try to find out. 
Here they made a preliminary 
survey of the physical growth 
of children in the?first six 
grades of those two cities who 
had survived the atomic bomb- 
ing of 1945. They made similar 
observations on the children of 
Kure and Sasebo, which had 
not been bombed. In 1948, 1949, 
1950, and 1951 most of the chil- 
dren were re-examined. Each 
time physical measurements 
and X-ray films were made. 

By the end of 1950, five and 
one-half years after the bomb- 
ing, the exposed children of 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki were 
retarded in height, weight and 
skeletal development. In late 
1950 and early 1951 they still 
were below the average heights 
-and weights that children of the 
same age and sex in Japan as 


a whole had reached by 1946 
and 1947. 


As late as 1950 some of the

by radiation still had unhealed 
lesions. ‘‘The possibility of ma- 
lignancies eventually develop- 
ing at these sites cannot be 


ignored,”’ the report states. 


Girls have survived the years 
better than boys. That is, the 
boys are more retarded in phy- 
sical development. The study 
observes that this is consistent 
with studies elsewhere which 
show that boys stand the rigors 
of environment less. success- 
fully than girls and take longer 
to recover from its bad effects. 

Not all the adverse effects 
disclosed by the -study can be 
traced to the atomic bomb 
alone, Dr. Greulich reports. 
Some come from the bomb 
with the harmful action of its 
thermal and other types of ra- 
diation. Others come: from 
physical injuries sustained at 
the time of the bombing. 

‘Tt is futile,’’ he concludes, 
‘‘to attempt to dissociate these 
factors. . . They are, to a 
large extent, inseparable and 
inevitable consequences of the 
kind of cataclysm which pro- 
duced them.”

At the time I hauled home a collection of writings from Henry 
Thoreau’s journals I wondered if the musings of a New England 
naturalist might not be a little out of place in a city. back yard. 
After all, my — for observing nature from the back 
steps were fairly ited, what with sheets and blue jeans flap- 
ping me in the face from the clothesline every time I fixed. my 
attention on the ineffable blue of the sky. and the rapidly turning 
gold of the sweetgum tree. - : 

And about the time I attuned my ear to listen to a cricket 
or the liquid call of the mockingbird, the garbage man, accom- 
panied by a gallery of yapping dogs and whistling ‘“‘Good Night, 
Irene,”’ rolled in and started banging the cans about. 


Besides, being fairly new at solitary communing with nature, 
I got awfully mixed up, thinking lyrical thoughts about a new 
kind of locust in the hickory nut tree, only to find that it was a 


new kind of air gun they’d installed in the garage on the street 


back of us. 


But then we went to the north Georgia mountains for a few 
days’ rest and I found that there’s no better place in which to 
study the writings of Mr. Thoreau than from a hammock on a 
hillside overlooking Lake Chatuge—with the most beautiful moun- 
tains in the world laid out before you for your pleasure. In fact, 
before you know it you and the odd,,;withdrawn old New England 
naturalist seem. to be clicking along in unison. 


If you follow the sage of Walden calendar-wise, reading what 
he wrote for September in September, the feeling of harmony 
is perfect. For example, Mr. Thoreau was looking at mountains 
about the same time of year I was and he wrote: 


“Ah! I need solitude. I have come forth to this hill at sunset 
to see the forms of the mountains in the horizon—to behold and 
commune with something grander than man.”’ 


Earlier he wrote of walking being a science, so far as the 
direction of the walk is concerned. And morning after morning 
while the mist still swathed the mountains and boatmen setting 
forth for a day of fishing cut small slices in the calm surface 
of the lake, the children and I walked down the rocky, tree- 
fringed road to the lake. 


‘‘There is, no doubt, a particular season of the year when each 
place may be visited with more profit and pleasure,’’ wrote Mr. 
Thoreau, ‘‘and it may be worth the while to consider what that 
season is in each case.’’ 

For once I was prone to argue with him a mite. The present, 
immediate season is always the best one in the mountains. But 
even disagreeing with him about that and about the evil of coffee 
(‘Society seems to have invaded and overrun me. I have drunk 
tea and coffee and made myself cheap and vulgar.’’) I still envy 
his ability to see and to understand the hidden and subtle wonders 
of nature. He knew about the turtle eggs hatching in the mud and 
I had no idea at all whether turtle eggs hatched along the muddy 
banks of Lake Chatuge or not. . 

‘‘How much lies quietly buried in the ground that we know 
not of!’’ exclaimed Mr. Thoreau. ‘‘We unconsciously step over 
the eggs of snapping turtles slowly hatching the summer through. 
. . . If Iliads are not composed in our day, snapping turtles are 
hatched and arrive at maturity.”
